teachers in the Atlanta publi¢,sthools 
in their announced -opposifion to a 
12-months’ school year. without addi- 
tional compensation, and. going on 
record as “resenting the criticism of 
teachers made by W. D. Hoffman, of 
the board of education, 
federation of trades, at its meeting 
Wednersdey night. took the position 
that teachers are entirely justified in 
opposing the proposed 12-months 
school year plan, as outlined by school 
authorities. 

Mr. Hoffman, at a meeting of the 
board of ediication ‘Tuesday, severely 
criticised the teachers, who, in resolu- 
tions adopted by their association, had 
protested against any change in their 
working cenditions as regards length- 
ening of hours or extending the school 
year to cover twelve montis tnstead OT ' 
nine months as at present. 

In his remarks Mr. Hoffman re 
ferred to the teachers’ association as 
“insubordination” and as “showing 
ingratitude to the board of educa- 
tion.” 

The school situation Wks brought to 
the attention of the federation and 
aroused vypirited discussion, in the 
course of which Mr. Hoffman was ar- 
raigned as an “official who had shown 
himself unsympathetic to movements 
intended, to better conditions for the 
workers. The debate ended in 
adoption of the following resolution: 

“That the Atlanta federation of 
trades resent the alleged statements 
of Mr. Hoffman of the board of ed- 
ucation and pledges to teachers its 
full suppert in the recommendations 
as outlinéd in the resolutions to which 
Mr. Hoffman referred.” 

A donation of $100 to the Commun- 
ity Chest was voted by the federation 
after a report had been renJered by a 
special committee on charitable op 
erations of that organization.

In Bad Mental State. 

Dr. Charles D. Giddings, who as- 
sumed the stand as a defense witness 
immediatély after court reconvened 
Wednesday afternoon, testified to his 
professional connection with the bank- 
er and declared that he believed Man- 
ley to be in a distinctly bad mental 
condition. ' 

Throughout the period duriag which 
Mrs. Manley was on the witness stand 
Manley sat with his eyes focused on 
the courtroom wall high above the 
jury box and paid no attention what- 
évet to the proceedings. Occasionally 
he would drop his head, stare at the 
floor and again resume his posture. 
The twitching of his facial muscles 
was very noticeable and his slim fin- 
gers constantly twitched on the head 
of his gold-banded cane. When his 
body would jerk apparently spontane- 
ouslg Mrs. Manley, who sat by his 
sidle practically the entire time when 
she was not on the stand, would place 
a hand upon him arm. 

Testimony of Nurses.

“There are 119 banks in Georgia 
furnishing money with which to prose- 
eute our client, and it appears that 
some of the money might be spent on 
an expert,” he said.

This innovation supplies some stimu- 
lus enabling us to live to purpose. It 
is so praiseworthy that even conserv- 
ative China has ‘adopted it,* and it 
should prevail in our own and all 
other Christian lands.

Princeton, N. J., November 9.—(By the Associated Press.)—All 
athletic relations between Princeton and Harvard universities were broken 
off tonight, Dr. Charles W. Kennedy, chairman of the board of athletic 
control, announced. Princeton was willing, Dr. Kennedy said, to finish 
such events that were on the present schedule, but he deemed it “‘inad- 


visable.”” 

The action was taken this afternoon 
at a meeting of the board at which 
President John Grier Hibben was pre- 
sented as ex-officio member. Dr. Hib- 
ben announced the severance, with his 
approval, 

Dr. Kennedy intimated that the 
climax was capped by the receipt this 
morning of a copy of > yg adopt- 
ed by the Harvard boar 

Bingham’s ation. 

The last paragraph of a letter to 
William J. Bingham, chairman of the 
board of athletic control of Harvard. 
read as follows: 

“I may also add that Princeton, 
so far as she is concerned, would never 
accept the implications of the athletic 
policy recently adopted by the Har- 
vard committee on regulation of at- 
lethie sports as set forth in their res- 
olutions of October 14, which I re- 
ceived this morning.” 

Ie. Kennedy declined to make 
known the provision of the resolu- 
tions, 

Trouble between the universities be- 
gan brewing last spring, when Har- 
vard suggested cutting Princeton from 
the football schedule in favor of Mich- 
igan. 

Ill-feeling in existence since then 
brought to a head Saturday, when 
throngs which attended the Harvard- 
Princeton game in Cambridge were 
greeted with a special issue of the 
Lampoon, arvard undergraduate 
publice fon. The edition was devoted 
to jeers and insults at Princeton. 


HARVARD DIRECTOR 
SURPRISED AT ACTION. 
Boston, November 10.—(?)—An- 


nouncement from Princeton that all 
thletic relations between Princeton 
and Harvard have broken by Prince- 
ton authorities, came as a complete 
surprise to William J. Bingham, di- 
rector of athletics at Harvard. 

“I have received no word of any 
such break from Princeton,” he told 
The Associated Press over the tele- 
phene from his home in Wellesly to- 
night, “and of course until I receive 
definite word from Kennedy that he 
has made Such an announcement I 
can say nothing beyond repeating the 
assertion that this is the first news 
to me of the matter.”

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Wall Street Guesses Wrong on 
Unfilled Orders for Steel Ton- 
mage, and Rock Island Divi- 
dend Passes, 


New York, November 10.—Some- 
thing has gone wrong with Wall 
street's machinery for estimating 
what the monthly unfilled order state- 
ments of the Steel corporation will 
show. Until recently, month after 
month, these estimates were within a 
few thousand tons of the actual fig- 
ures. Recently, however, Wall street 


appears to have lost its cunning. To- 
day's statement for October showed 
an. increase of 90, tons against 
the increase of 51, reported for 
September. Wall street had predict- 
ed an increase of 200,000 for Oc- 
tober. 

Directors of Rock Island met to- 
day, but no dividend was declared 
on the common stock, This was an- 
other disappointment to many peo- 
ple. Yesterday the Northwestern di- 
rectors disappointed many people by 
not elise the dividend from $4 
to d). 

There is one place in Wall street 
where the hopes for the future con- 
tinue high—the New York Stock ex- 
change. Notice was posted today of 
the sale of a stock exchange seat for 
$158,000. The previous high was 
$155,000. 

The increase of 25,000 barrels re- 
ported in the average daily produc- 
tion in this country-for crude oil for 
the week ending November 7 brings 
the total of 2,357,000 to a new high 
record for all time. The old high 
was 2,346,000 barrels, reported the 
last week of May, 1925. 

Foundation directors declared the 
regular quarterly $2 dividend today, 
but before this announcement was 
made the stock’ sold down to 79. At 
this price the income return is over 
10 per cent, showing that speculative 
Wall street thinks the $8 annual divi- 
dend is not safe.

Rail Merger 


Is Forecast 


New York, November 10.—(7?)—~ 
Consolidation of the Great Northern, 
the Northern Pacific and the Bur. 
lington railroads with an eventual ex: 
tension into California is forecast, 
says The Herald Tribune today. in # 
statement made by Arthur Curtiss 
James at St. Paul, where he went te 
attend a meeting of the Great North- 
ern directors. 

Such a consolidation would embrace 
more than 28.000 miles of line with 
a total capitalization of $1,500.000.- 
000. The newspaper says that in 
reply to a question of the representa: 
tive of w, Jones and company ag 
to whether his recent large purchases 
bf Western Pacific stock indicated 
that through a merger the Burlington 
would run into San Franciseo, Mr. 
Curtiss said: 

“The Burlington has been using the 
Denver and Rio Grande and the West. 
ern Pacifie for years to make a con- 
nection with San Franciseo. There 
is no need for any more extension in 
that direction, but I look to see even- 
tually the extension of the northwest 
lines into California. It was James 
J. Hill’s dream when he built the 
Great Northern and his visions zen- 
erally come true.” 

The Herald Tribune says: 

“Mr James was quoted as expresse- 
ing the opinion that it is only a ques- 
tion of %ime until the two Northern 
roads and the Burlington will be merg- 
ed. and saying such a merger is the 
most logical thing to do. since it wil} 
leave the northwest with two great 
transcontinental systems—the consoli. 
dated Northerns and the St. Paul.” 

“Charies Donnelly, president of the 
Northern Pacific, was quoted in « 
dispatch from St. Paul, Minn., as say- 
ing that Mr. James merely was ex- 
pressing an opinion in forecasting the’ 
rail merger in the near future. His 
own opinion, Mr. Donnelly added 
was that the consolidation could not 
take place until a change had heen 
made in the national transportation 
act.”
